(and press for working them) of both the Woods (Edward the 
father and Richard the son), were found in the house of Edward, 
son of the last-named Richard Wood, after his decease, and one 
of them had come into the possession of Mr. Urban's correspon- 
dent.

Bateman of the nune place, at a court held 25th March, 1139, 
was admitted to a houae and 10 acres and 1 rood of land. 
These are the earlieat notices of the name I have met with, and 
from the latter we have the pedigrees of both the branches of 
the family at present existing, one of which is represented by 
Hugh Willoughby Bateman, Esq., of Oamberwell House, Wilt- 
shire, and the other by myself. I cannot make out to whom the 
token is to be attributed, as there were three Thomas Batemaus 
living at Hartington in 1670, namely : — 

1, Thomas Bateman, baptized 17th May, 1621, I One of these died 

3. Thomas Bateman, baptised 24th Sept., 1625. f April, 1677. 

3. Thomas Bateman, baptized 2d August, 1646, and buried Itth May, 
1713.
